Teachers  and  Teaching. 

Not  every  one  who  holds  the  place  of  a 
teacher  in  the  Sunday  School  is  really  a 
teacher;  a teacher  is  one  who  teaches,  and 
ifi  order  to  know  whether  one  is  a teacher 
or  not  it  is  necessary  (o  know  that  such 
an  one  really  teaches,  and  this  makes  it 
needful  to  get  a correct  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion, 

WHAT  IS  TEACHING? 

As  Dr.  Trumbull  puts  it,  “all  that  passes 
for  teaching  is  not  teaching,  and  calling  it 
teaching  docs  not  make  it  so.”  What  arc 
some  of  the  things  which  arc  called  teach- 
ing and  which  arc  not  so  ?

No  mother  ever  watched 
as  faithfully,  earnestly  and  lovingly  over 
a little  wan,  pale  face  as  God  dexs  over 
each  child  of  His.  He  recognizes  their  con- 
flicts, and  He  becomes  their  strength  in 
every  trial.  Inactivity  causes  the  muscles 
to  relax  and  lose  their  power;  activity 
gives  firmness  and  the  strength  of  steel ; 
lay  hold  of  God  by  faith  and  you  will  easily 
slay  every  Goliath  of  temptation  and  trial. 

Love  is  the  greatest  power  in  the  world ;
